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THE DOCTRINE OF THE 
Church of England, for Certaintie 


of Salaation. 


He Church of England teacheth the cettaintic of 
Saluation, andthe hath done it ſo conftantly and 

and generally,that it will be very hard to produce any 
one of her Sonyes, that durſt (before very late dayes) 
ro affirwe and defend to the contrary, by. any pub- 
like worke and writing. Shce hath taught this Cer- 
taintie by her owne Arricles: Shee hath re-enforced 
it by an expoſition of Her Artzeles, it hath beene ex: 
pine and enlarged, by Articles of Lambeth, it hath 
cene taught by Her moſt eminent Sonnes, the Reve. 
rend Fathers the Biſhops of this Church, and the 
Profeſſors of Divinitic, whoare truſted by her, to 
deliver hertrue thoughts; and Tenents in Divinitic 
to herchildren. And wee ſeethat it hath alſo 'beene 
ſealed 
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fealed "p and ſettled in Articles of the Church of 
Treland, betweene which Church; andithe Church of 

England, to make a contraritic and. oppoſition - is a 
thing of extreame danger and abſurditic. 

_ Andfirftfor her owne Articles. In the Article of 
Prxdeſtination, our Church teacheth the Certaintie 
of Salvation divers wayes. One way,by making Sal- 
#4:193 rodepend on ſuch a conſtantand ſure E/ef7on, 
that it bringeth the Ele&t conſtantly to Salvation, 
'A conſtant Decree of Ele&ion, brings the Saints con- 
ftantly & aſſuredly through the way of Salnation,vnto 
the wayes end, even Salvation it ſelfe, This conſtant 
bringing of the Ele to Saluation, wee may finde in 
theſe words. 

God hath conſtantly Decreed by his Connell ſecret to Anide.1y, 
V5,t0 deligtr from Cur ſe and damnation, thoſe whons hee 
bath choſen in Chriſt out of Man-kindeand to bring them 
by Chriſt to entrlafting Salnation. 

From hence is it plaine and cafie toargue. 

Thoſe whom God hath conſtantly Decreed to 
'bring to Salvation, theyare conſtantly and certainly 
brought to Salvation. 

2ut here God hath conſtantly Decreed to bring 
his Ele& toSalsation. 

Thereforethe Ele& of God are conſtantly and cer- 
tainely brought to Salnuation. 

. And thatthis bringing to Salvation, is not in the 

wayes end only, but inthe way it ſelfe, the particu» 
lars by which the Ele& are brought to Salvation 
plainly ſhew, which are to follow inthe nextcon(ide- 
ration.

A lecond way, by which our Chutch teacheth the 
eertaintie of Saluarion in this Arride is this ; Becauſe 
HheeTayeth the ſame grounds that St.Paul doth, when 
hee planteth and bail etha certaintie of Saluarion. 
. Yeg, (hee almoſt vierh the ſame words. Saint fad, 
ficft in a generall (hewerh that there is a conſtane and 
vainterrupred progreſle of good and happineſſe to 
the Saints that loue God, and are called of his pur- 
ſe. This generall hee makes good by particulars; 
heebringeth them in as prootes of the general, 
Therefore hee begins with the word, Por : For whons 
bee did fore-know, bet alſe did prade flimate 50 bee made 
ket the Image of his Somne, whom hee did prateflinate 
thembr alſo g'orified. Behold, the Apoſtle harh made 
good his generall by thele particulars. His generall of 
the conſtant good and happineſle of the Saints, is 
roued by reheſe particulars, becauſe God from his 
ans fore-knowing or taking notice of them, neuer 
teaues doing them god frem onedegree of good to - 
gnother, vneill hee hath brought them to eteraall 
glory and bleſſedneſſe. Sothatrhis place is no other 
bu: 2 proofe of the conſtant and vndefealable happi- 
neſle of the Saints. Now let vs ſee bow our Church 
doth paralel! chis DoRrine of Saint Paul with the 
Doarine of her Article. Our Church farlt in the ge- 
nera'l teacherh, that God by his conflant Decree 
Þbringeth his Eletro Saluationz Andthen ſhee alſo 
deſcends ro particalars in the like manner. wherefore 
"they which beiaducd with [ov excellent abenefis of God, be

old herealſo the particulers, by which thatgene: 
rall bringing to Saluation is perfited, fo thatto to 
borhtogetherz The buſlineſſe of Saint Paw! and out 
Church is both one, or rather the purpoſe and bufi- 
nefſe of Saint Fawl is the purpoſe of our Church,cuen 
to ſhew that the Saints and Ele& are conſtantly and 
infallibly brought ro Saluation and happineſſe by 
Gods louc and Election. And indeed there is ſuch a 
continued,and indifſoluble chaine beginning in Gods 
purpoſe and Decree, and not ceaſing vntill it bring 
the Saints to Gods tobe glorified, that there is no 
roome, nor gappe for this full and finall Apoſtaſic to 
breake in, and interpoſc it ſelfe. 

And that wee may be yet more ſure, that this place 
of Saint Pes/, did intend this very thing to proue the 
infallible, ſtedfaſt, and perpetyall blefledneſle of the 
Saints ; as before it hath appeared, both by his gene. 
rall pofitionat his entrance, & after by the particulars 
in his progreſle, ſo it may alſo moſt fully appeare, and 
ſtrongly ( for a three. fold cord cannot be broken) by 
the viethathe makes in his egreſſe, It weretoo much 
to ſtand" ypon each particular of his inference and 
application : I will take notice of a few. Firſt, he tri-

For the truth is, they doe vndertake 
to accept Saint Pauls challenge, and giue an'anſwer 
ro his queſtion ; for when Saint Paw! faith, who ſhall 
eperate vs from the lowe of Chrift ? Tacyanſwer, that 
hereare many things that way ſeperate Saints from 
he lone of Chriſt. Butlet them take heed how they 
make St.?4ul rhcir adverſary. For it concernes: them 
1cerely toagree with this aduerſarie while they are in 
the way leſt their aduerſary deliuer them to the zudpe, Fe. 
Neither is Saint Paul contented todefie their Apo- 
Racy & ſeparation only by way ot a queſtion in gene- 
rall cermes, but he paſleth on to particujars and moſt 
weightic ones, which (it any ) might cauſe an 'Apo- 
ſtacy and ſeparation of Saints from the loue of God.

Bur bere by the way, leeme give a note of infiru- 
Rion, or at lealt remembrance, tothe DoQors of 4. 
poflacy, that in this-cafe of Job and other Saints, of 
whom S.Paal ſpeaketh, it is God chat /oned ws who 
makes vs to conquer, and not our owne Free-will; 
for c:rtainly, if Goddidnotbold vs by his louc, bug 
wee beld himonly, there werequickly an end of the 
bufinefſe; dearh and many things elſe would ſepa- 
rate vs from the loug of Gad, Eſpecially if among 
thoſe many things, wee take notice of thoſe thar tol- 
low : Angels, Principaliiies and Powers, T hele arc the 
mightieſt creatures of all, and yer theſe cannot ſepa- 
rate vs from thelouc of God. Now if theſe that ex- 
cell in power cannot feparatevs, how can any leflcr, 
and inferior powers ſeparate vs? But herc allo wee 
muſt carctully and humbly acknowledge, that we have 
no defcace, later; izic agaiai thele mighty 
powers, 
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powers, but the preuailing power of God, which af: 
fiſterh thoſe whom he loueth, and 'makes them con- 
querors, For theſe are the fonnesof Anh, of wham 
ivisſaid who cap ftand againſt the Sounes of Anch.T bis 
tsrheftrong man whom none can binde but one that 
is ſtronger then hee, And indeed this'is the | very 
caule of our ouercamming if we beleeuve S.lobn, Be- 
cauſe hee that is in v5, is greater them hee that is in the 
world. Therefore Gods conſtant loue is ſtill to' bee 
lookt vnto, as the onl y cauſe of -our fatetie, which 
keepes our wills by grace againſt theſe ouer-mightie 
enemies, and wretched were wee, if our wills were 
put to keepe themſelues by grace.For then it we were 
butas 4dam,theſe principalities and powers would 
prevalle with vs as with' 4daw , eſpecially having a 
body of finne about vs which hee had not. But the 
only cauſe of our ſtanding againſttheſe principalities, 
-vnder whom Adafell, is the conſtant loue and pur- 


poſe of God ; By that as S. Paul laith, we are more then cor iv. 


conguerours,. and thence it is, that Principalitizs and 
Powers cannot ſeparate vs from the loue of God. And 
as by this conſtant loue of God we are conſtantly and 
ſafely preſcrued from ſeparation and Apoſtaſic, folet 
our conſtant faftie ever acknowledge this conſtant 
loueand purpoſe of God to bee the cauſe of it. But 
botly this ſafetie and the cauſe of this ſafctie the tea- 
chers of Apoſtaſie doe denie, fo robbing God. of the 
glory of mans ſtabilitie, and robbing man of thgate- 
tic and ſtabilitie which hee hath from God, Finally, 
that yet wee may know our ſelues to be fully and h- 
nally ſafe, the bleſſed Apoſtle is nor contented to 


ſpeake of ſafetie from ſeparation and 4poſtacie onely 
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in the preſent time, but hedenies Apoſtacie, both by 
future things, and in the tuture time. Noy things pre- 
ſent, nor things to come,Cye. (hall bee able to ſeparate ws 
from the loue of God, Behold a finall and tull perſeue. 
rance in fafetie, for things preſent cannot ſeparate ys, 
and things tocome ſhall notbe able to ſeparate vs, 
yea, no other creature, thatis, nothing can ſeparate 
vs, and therefore fot the Arminians. | 
A third way by which our Church in thi; Article 
doth teach Certatntic of S:/uatzos is this : ſhee ſaith 
that the conſideration of Eleition doth eflathifh in the 
Saints a Faith of their ſaluation to bee enioyed throug h 
Chriſt, Forthe Saint finding in himſelfethe mortiti- 
cation and vivification of the Spirir, hence aſcendeth 
vpto the knowledge, view, and con(ideration of his 
EleQion, and from this conſtant Ele&ion hath a ſta- 
ble and ſure Faith that hee ſhall enjoy eternall ſalua« 
tion in Chriſt. Now from hence plainly ifſueth this 
argument.

Butthere is aneſtabliſhed Faith of the Sa/uariov of

T herefore the Saluation of the Saints is certaine. 
The firſt propoſition cleareth it ſelfe by its owne 
light. For there is not an eſtabliſhed Faith of vncer- 
taine and fallible things; butof certaine. Yea,ifrhere 
wereno other word but the word of Faith, this Faith 
preſuMeth and preſuppoſeth a certaineand infallible 
truth, for the obieR of it: and conſequently in this 
place a certaine and infallible ſaluation of the Sans.

all the dayes of our lives. Our ſatety is giuen vs mainly 
for an incouragementto holineſſe : for h:e that hath 
this hope purgeth himſelſe as God is pure. 

And now thatit may appeare, that I hauenot wre- 
ſed a private ſenſe out of theſe publike Articles, let 
vs ſce whether the ſametruth hath not beene publikly 
taught by others, 

T here is a worke ( formerly alledged ) which hath 
this Title, The Faith, DotFrine and Religion, profeſſed 
and proteſted in the Realme of Enzland, and Dommions 
of x + ſame, expreſſedin thirtie nine Ariicles , the ſaid 
Articles analyſedinto propeſitions,Fc. This worke was 
made by a Chaplaine of Doctor Bancroft, late Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and to his Grace Dedicated. But 
it is well knowne Arch. biſhop Baxcroſe did not fauour 
any Puritanicall or Schiſmaticall DoQrine, neither is 
itto be thought that his Chaplaine, would or durſt 
offer any ſuchvntohim, Neither is it to be beleeved, 
that he would be ſo ſhameleſſe as to ſay to the ſawe 
Arch-biſhop, in his Dedicatorie Epiſtle , That theſe 
Propoſitions {bee ( that is the Church of England ) 
publikely maintaineth, if there had beene any Puritani- 
call Doarine maintained in them. $9 

Now this Writer, having rayſed a Propoſition vp- 
on theſe words of the ſeuenteenth Article ( confantly 
decreed) he inferreth. Wander 
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wander then doe they from the truth, which thinke, 
That the Reg enerate may fall from the Grace of God, may 
deſtroy the Temple of God,and be broken off from uhe Vine 
Chrift Teſs, 

The {ame Do&rine is proued by other Articles, 
more plainel y and puacually vntolding what was in 
the former Articles, truly and really contained, 
though not ſo manifoldly , nor ſeucrally expreſſed, 
Neither were theſe Articies ( commonly called the 
Articles of Lambeth) approucd by ob{cure,priuate,or 
Schiſmatricall perſons, but by chicfe Fathers of this 
Churchin Emi1enceand Authoritie. 19h Arch.biſbop 
of Canterbury, Richard Biſhop of London , Richard elect 
Biſhop of Bangor, DotFor Whitaker, and other moſt learned 
Dziatnes. 

[n theſe Articles we finde the points of Free Elea 
ion, Finall perſeucrance, and certainty of Saluation 
embraced by the Fathers of our Church; and parti- 
cularly in theſe which follows, 

The cauſe which moued God to predeſtinate ſome to 
life, was not the foreſight of their Faith, or of their Per- - 
ſenerance, or of their Good workes, or of any thing elſe 
which to be found inmen praleſtinate, but Gods meere 
£ood will and pleaſure. 

A true, linely, and iuftifyins Faith, and the Sperit of 
God which ſanitifieth, ts neither fizally , nor totally ex- 
tini# in the Ele, it failes them not, it forſakes them not. 

A man truly faithfull, that s, A man indued with 4 
Faith that inſtifieth may bee aſſured by Faith of the Re- 
miſtion of his [innes, and of his eternall Saluation through 
Chriſt.

God, fin and life are-not incompatible; for Gad in his 
Saints leaueseven now aremnanfof the body of fin, 
that often leadesrhem capriue to the Law of ſing and 
yet atthe ſame time there is theSpirit of life which is 
in Chriſt Iefus, freeing them/fronvan abſolute reigne 
of fin & death.

" bhers are good things found inthee, thou haſt prepared thy
